This game, howev er, w as blocked 
by the introduction and passage 
of the follow'ing resolution : 
“ Resolv ed, That the committee 
appointed to wait on Gov ernor 
v Stephens in the interest of the can­ 
didate for coal oil' inspector is 
hereby instructed to enter into no 
agreement that w’ill in any manner 
interfere w*ith, retard, or cause to 
be dropped the fight against the 
appointment of Chief of Police 
Vallins.” 
In addition to being the candi­ 
date of the Industrial Council NIr. 
Byrne has the endorsement of the 
Boilermakers and Iron and » Ship 
Builders of America, and an effort 
will be made to line up for him all 
the labor organizations in the state. 
‘4 t is not true,” said Mr. Byrne 
Monday, “ that the labor organiza­ 
tions are to withdraw their fight on 
Chief Vallins in return for my ap­ 
pointment as coal oil inspector. 
It 
is not true that any such proposi­ 
tion has been made. 
The Vallins 
matter is now in the hands of the 
supreme court, and it makes no 
difference whether the industrial 
council 
continues 
its 
opposi­ 
tion 
or 
not. 
Laboring 
men 
blame

for the Vallins appointment. Gov . 
Stephens now' has an opportunity 
to show' laboring men that he is 
their friend by appointing a labor­ 
ing man to the position of coal oil 
inspector. 
If I receiv e the ap­ 
pointment, laboring men in general 
w'ill understand that the gov ernor 
is their friend, ev en if the police 
commissioners are not.” 


The grocery store of Fred Lange,

The ilrst impression one gets 
from it is tluit the reports of the 
battle as sent from Carson were 
strongly Corbett-colored, for they

mons as a boxer was smothered by 
his opponent 
from the time the 
fight 
began 
until 
the 
knockout 
blow was delivered. 
The pictures 
show, however, that Fitzsimmons 
was full (jf l)usiness from the start, 
i-ind that he repeatedly led, was 
active as a cat on the defensive and 
took advantage of openings whth 
lightning tpiickness. 
Another tiling they show— that 
Corbett 
ahvays 
had 
a 
whole­ 
some 
respect 
for 
Fitzsimmons’ 
leads, hacking out of liarm's way 
as fast as his legs could carry him, 
and with good reason, for the A u s­ 
tralian, even wdien on the tiefeiis- 
ive, seemed to be intent on boring 
in whth the first sign of an opening 
to administer one of the wicked 
hlow's for which lie is famous. 
On the other hand, 
Corbett's 
confidence was apparent w itli every 
move made by him in the early ]iart 
of the fight. 
A t the beginning of 
each 
round 
he sprang from his 
chair and at once went to maneuv­ 
ering around Fitzsimmons whth an 
easy grace of style whiicli w as very 
taking. 
The other man, with his 
face soon covered with blood, wais 
nothing loath to advance to the en­ 
counter, but his step Avas more de­ 
liberate and his movements w^ere 
not half so graceful. 
In the famous sixth round, as 
show n by the veriscope, it is im­ 
possible to see whether Fitzsim- 
rnods was knocked or whether he 
, slipped dowm. 
There is a rapid 
exchange, Corbett doing the forc­ 
ing, and suddenly Fitzsimmons is 
seen to be down on one knee, whth 
his face uplifted and his attitude 
statuesque. 
It is plain he has his 
senses about him and is going to 
take advantage of the time limit. 
Whether he was dazed or ‘ 4'oxv” 
the veriscope wu'll never be able to 
tell, but when he gets to his feet 
he is as full of fight as ever and to- 
w^ard the last of the round he seems 
to be pnore aggressive than Cor­ 
bett. 
From that time to the end of the 
battle Fitzsimmons’ tactics became 
more open and self-confident and 
Corbett seemed to lose his assur­ 
ance.

jumps up quickly from his chair 
and there is grace and agility in his 
movements to the last.

pictures how' the end comes, hut 
even the spectators at the ringside 
were puzzled and bew'ildered by the 
jab, darting out like the tongue of 
a serpent, w'hich sent Corbett to 
his knees. 
There is nothing more 
realistic in the exhibition than the 
agony of the prostrated boxer and 
his craw'ling progress on hands and 
knees tow'ard the corner of the ring 
as if to get as far away from liis 
dreaded antagonist as possible. 
Ihen comes the swarming into 
the ring and Corbett’s recovery, 
only to break through and attack 
the man who had proved the better 
of the tw'o in grit, endurance and 
punishing power.

Children bo rn in America o f 
fo reign parents who se nativ e lan­ 
guage is no t the English are no t 
o bliged, when o f age, to beco me 
members o f the parish to which 
their parents belo ng ; but they hav e 
the right to jo in a parish in which 
the language o f the co untry —that 
is, English—is used. 
2. 
Catho lics no t bo rn in Amer­ 
ica, but kno wing 
the 
English 
language, hav e the right o f beco m­ 
ing members o f the parish in which 
English is in use, and they canno t 
be co mpelled to submit themselv es 
to the jurisdictio n o f the recto r o f 
a church built fo r peo ple who co n­ 
tinue to speak the language o f a 
fo re ign co uiitrv . 
The ev ident purpo se o f Ro me is 
to make English the language o f 
the American church as speedilv as 
po ssible and thus to enco urageJlie 
dev elo pment o f a spirit o f mo re 
perfect unio n amo ng the members 
o t the Catho lic faith. 
Ihirishes in 
which a fo reign language is used 
are to lerated as tempo rary institu­ 
tio ns, which will dissappear as 
so o n as the co nditio ns making their 
erectio n expedient will hav e passed 
away .
